The usage of 1% is governed by principles similar to those at work in the use of 
528, or honorific language. Generally speaking, (X may not be used in speaking of 
persons who should be referred to in honorific language. № naturally follows, then, 
that this word can be used only for equals or inferiors. 

Furthermore, it is more commonly used in writing than in speaking. It is fre- 
quently used in the narrative and descriptive paragraphs (as opposed to the dialogue) 
of fictional writing, where there is no need for the author to consider the characters’ 
status. It is also commonly used in the examples given in dictionaries and grammar 
books as a convenient third person pronoun. 

The above comments also apply to the use of i (“she”).
